It was presumed by the lawmakers that 
the Governor of the State would respect 
a law of this kind without compulsion, 
and it was, therefore, made only 
directory in its nature. But the 
present Governor belies the implied dig - 
nity of his office by contemptuous viola- 
tion of the law. He neither obeys it nor 
condescends to give sufficient reasons for 
disobeying it. The law is nullified by him 
and a precedent for the guidance of other 
Governors who may see fit to act similarly 
is established. 

Would it not be well to have the validity 
of this precedent decided by the highest 
legal authority? One of the removed 
Police Commissioners shouid resort 
to the courts by some proceeding 
whig will clearly establish the fact 
whether the law is binding or not. 
If it is not binding it should be erased 
from the statute book. If the Police Com- 
missioners are to be the creatures of the 
Governor they should be openly so and 
the State should berelieved of the dis- 
grace of having its laws violated with im- 
punity by its chief executive.

A New Ordinance to Provide for the Adjust- 
ment of Sanitary Matters. 


The Board of Public Improvements was oc 
cupied all morning to-day in going over 
and arranging itn proper form «a new 
ordinance to de introduced into the 
Municipal Assembly as soon as possibie. The 
ordinance is caloulated to fli the long-felt 
want for some definite regulations for plumb- 
ing, drain isying and kindred work. 
In the first place © ordinance pro- 
vides that no pis drain 
ers shall be al 
or take contracts for sueh work unless they 
— = registered and recorded. These 
records will not be made nor will certificates 
be issued until the fact is fully established that 
the applicant is in eve way competent to do 
the work properly and is an expert in the pro- 
fession. 


The ordinance further provides for several 
good city offices. The chief officers are: Fu- 
isor, to be paid a saiary of $2,000 a year; 

he Clerk £1,200, boo $1,000,

IN A DORY, TELLS HIS TALE. 


How Well It Pays to Venture Alone in a 
Frail Craft on the All-Engulfing Wave 
Pecuriary Rewards for Unique Evidences 
of Courage — Other Trips Across the 
Briny. 


ILLIAM A. ANDREWS, 
who crossed the Atlan- 
tic In 1878 im the 
„Nautilus, a small 
craft, 15-foot keel, 8 
eet beam, 2 feet 2 
aches deep, and last 
‘ une tried to go over 
n a little dory, the 
„ Dark Seeret, E foot 
keel, 5 feet beam and 
2 feet deep, is in the city with a 
theatrical combination, exhibiting bimseif 
and his boat. Mr. Andrews is a piano 
maker, but has been commissioned Captain 
by his advertisers for his daring upon the 
sea. 
He talked quite freely about his enterprises 
yesterday with a Post-DisPaTcu reporter. I 
am not a sallor,only an amateur,’’he said. *‘I 
am a piano maker,but have always lived near 
the water, and have had some kind of a craft 
for salling. One Sunday afternoon I was 
talking with my brother on the beach and I 
said: Let's take one of these boats and go 
to the Parise Exposition.’ He says, ‘All 
right,’ and 
WE FITTED UP THE ‘NAUTILUS.’ 
To make a long story short we crossed the 
ocean in forty-five days, went to Faris, showed 
the boat and made a little money. 
We didn’t come away with 
much because the young Americans 
over there showed ws around a ict, and we 
couldn't be 3 with them, you know, and 
not be putting o anything. We had three 
objects in making the trip—to get our name 
up, to make money und to see the exposition. 
We came back with about a thousand dollars. 
John Stetson of the Globe Theater in Boston 
told me to keep the boat. ‘I'll get up some 
kind of a play to go around it,’ he says. 
I kept the boat fora time and then the man- 
agers ofa fair to be given in the Old South 
Church came to me and asked me to iend them 
the boat.

Other Ocean Crossers. 


The Andrews’ ventures, while unique, have 
not been alone in the field. It is 101 years 
since Josiah Shakford sailed from Bordeau for 
Surinam, S. A., alone in a fifteen-ton cutter. His 


rovisions for the trip were caleulated for 
wo, but the French sailor, who promised to 
accompany him, backed out at the last mo- 
ment, Shakford is said to have reached Suri- 
nam about a score ot years later. A ten-ton 
boat crossed safely from England to America, 
but was lost on the return trip. No trace 
of the boat or crew have been found 
since. From thattime until the summer of 
1852 no attempts to cross the ocean in small 
boate have been recorded. Then the brigan- 
tine-rigged boat named the Vision of about 
twenty feet keel measure sailed from New 
York to London with a crew of twomen and a 
dog. A keg marked ‘‘Vision’’ was picked up 
off the coast of the Western Islands about six 
months later. Nothing else has been seen or 
beard of the boat or crewsince. The Red, 
White and Blue was twenty-eight feet long 
ane carried three men safely from 
ew 


is 
wards on exbibition at Faris and London. In 
1868 a 25-foot boat called the Jobn F. Ford left 
Baltimore, Md., tor London with a crew .of 
two men. r crossing the Atlantic and 
almost in sight ot the end of their perilous 
voyage they were so hard pressed by the cold 
and exposure that they burned their ballast 
boards for fuel, and soon after a heavy storm 
coming upon them when off the Irish coast 
the boat was capsized and the captain 
drowned. The other man succeeded in elimb - 
ing upon the bottom of the boat and with it 
was washed ashore alive near Waterford, Ire- 
land. Several years later the Ilife-savin 
craft, Nonpareil, was fitted out an 
dispatched with a crew of five brave fellows 
on beard for Queenstown, Ireland, reaching 
that part safely in forty-five days. The raft 
was composed of a number of inflated rubber 
cylinders decked over and rigged with two 
fore and aft sails, properly stayed. The voy- 
age was lor business and demonstrated the 
efficiency of the raft in heaviest possibile 
weather. The next on record is that of a ten- 
ton fishing boat, Atted out by a few hardy fish- 
ermen, at Penzance, Engiand,in whieh they 
safely reached Meibourne, Austrailia. Early 
in the 70's the little City of Ragusa reached 
Boston from Liverpool, in ninety days; 
the crew consisted of an Austrian and an 
Englishman and a dog. The boat made the 
return trip safely, butwith another English- 
man in piace of the first. who deciared he bad 
enough of small boating. The Centennial 
surpassed all records in i875. This boat was 
twenty feet long and sloop ed. Starting 
from Gloucester, Mass., in June, after sixty- 
seven days of suffering and bard knocks, it ar- 
rived safely in Liverpool, having capsized 
once during the voyage and Capt. Johnson 
claims to have gained enough experience 
carving sbarks to iast a life time while 
trying to right his boat. In 1878 
Capt. Madison sailed from New York 
in the seventeen-foot dory  Brettie, 
He was spoken ~ | several vessels during the 
first two weeks of his start, but up to this date 
no trace of his boat or fate has been beard on 
either side of the Atlantic. Mrs. Crepps, 
in company with her busband, Thomas 
Crapps, started from New Bedford, Mass., in 
the twenty-foot dory, New hedford. This 
boat was rigged with two masts, and ‘‘leg of 
mutton,’’ sail. Mre. Crapps was a 
native of Scotiand,and stood watch alternately 
with ber husband throughout the voyage, 
Before the interest in the New Bedford trip 
had abated the Andrews’ Brothers, Wm. A. 
Andrews and his younger brother Walter 
came before the public. Capt. Andrews’ argu- 
ment was that a boat no matter how small 
if built and modeled upon correct lines, woul 
live through any storm. As a proof of his 
theory the dory ‘‘Nautilus’’ was built, her 
measurment being 15 foot keel, 5 foot beam 
and 2 feet 2 inches deep. In this smail craft 
the Andrews brothers sailed from Boston, 
Jane 10, 1878, reaching Lands End. England,in 
forty-five days, and crossing the 
channel. The following ear Capt. 
Goldsmith and bis wife tri the exper- 
iment, starting after a at deal of advertise- 
ment, inthe nineteen-foot sioop-rigged dory, 
‘*‘Uncle Sam, dropping in at nuamerous 
rte along the coast, they reached St. Jobns, 
i. B., about the 12th of July, 1879, and were 
next beard from on the 198th of next month, 
when they were picked — from their wa- 
ter-logged do y theship Queen of Na- 
tions, and carried to Liverpool. Capt. Bur- 
rell and his friend saw no reason why they

DAVE RUGAN TELLS HIS STORY IN THE ro- 


LICE COURT TO-DAY. 


A Law-Breaker and a Tough Who Is Allowed 
to Wear an Official Star Fined for Dis- 
orderly Conduct—The Story of a Work- 
House Graduate Who Is Now an Officer 


of the Law. 


RECISELY at 10 
o’clock this 
morning the case 
of Dave Rugan 
or John Rohan 
was tried in the 
Second District 
Police Court on 
the charge of 
disturbing the 
peace. He had 
been arrested 
with John Nie 
man or Newman 
on the night of 
: January 11 for 
brawling on the strevt in front of a saloon on 
Sixth street and Christy avenue. Rugan is 
the Deputy Constable to whom attention has 
been called before in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. As was stated. on January 12 he 
is a Deputy Constable under Charies J. Fox, 
Constable for Justice of the Pease James Mc- 
Caffrey. Rugan isa well-known character to 
the police, and is not very highly tnought of 
by the officials, and he got his appointment 
under Fox for services rundered in the last 
campaign, when Fox chansed his politics and 
ran for Constable on the Republican ticket 
against Manley, whose deputy he was at the 
time. Fox was the successful candidate, and 
according to promises made before the cam- 
paign put Rugan in as his deputy. 
Rugan’s record as given dy the 
police shows that he was not 
a fit man to be entrusted with an official posi- 
tion. One feature against him is that he was 
convictedand sentenced to the penitentiary 
for two years for cutting aman seriously in 
Tom Allen’s old saloon on Washington av- 
enue, near Sixth street. Beside this record he 
has been to the Work- house several times for 
frequent fights and drunken rows, as was told 
in the Post-DisPaTcH. When tue case was 
called this morning before Judge Anderson 
John Nieman and his witness, Fred Gerholt, 
appeared against Ryan, who was backed up by 
Chas. Fox, the constable. 
JOHN NIEMAN 
took the stand and testified as follows: ‘‘On 
the night in question I was just 
from work at the saloon where 
when just as I was coming out of the door 
Ragan and Fox came along, and then Rugan 
saw me and stopped and said —— you-— 
—; you see I have my commission, my 
un and my billy, in spite f you —— ——!’’ 
ugan and Constable Fox, his superior, were 
very drunk, and they both cursed me, i- 
ally Rogan, who became very violent.
